the Kingston Gas &. Electric Company 
on Wo»t O'Reilly .street, and Alder- 
man Edlnjer was appointed chairman 
of 'tlie committee with Aldermen 
James J. Sweeney and John T. 
Sweeney. 


At the special meeting of the coun- 


cil held Monday evening to adopt 
"Local Law No. 1" as told cltewhere 
in The Freeman, the committee sub- 
mitted the following report of its in- 
vestigation of the high tension elec- 
tric line: 


Your special committee appointed 


j to investigate the alleged unsafe con- 
dition oi the high teusioned' wires 
that carry the power froi»\ Honk 
Kalls^to this city, would respectfully 
report that we have visited'the local- 
ity on West ..O'Reilly street com- 
plained of and find that the wires are 


j strung on ordinary telegraph and 
telephone poles and with tbe excep- 
tion of beins much higher from the 
ground and having the usual insula- 
tion there is no more attention given 
them than an ordinary clothes line 
would receive. Your committee was 
informed that these wires carry a 
voltage of 33,000 pressure and that 
they are a menace to life and limb, 
to say nothing of the depreciation of 
property value in that neighborhood. 
To make matters still more hazard- 
ous there is a cemetery located in 
that vicinity and we were told that 
nearly every day a funeral cortege is 
compelled to pass under these wires 
and what the consequence would be 


(sj should one of these wires break,and 


fall to the street at such a time, can 
only be conjectured. 


Your committee therefore is of the 


opinion that the only solution of the 
matter is that these high tension 
wires be pla«ed under ground in con- 
duits.

EGG NOODLES AND PRUNES , 
Children Love This Wholesome 


Brcakfatt Dish 


1 package Egg Noodles (wide): 


cook in boiling salted water until 
tender. 1 Ib. prunes, 2 pieces stick 
cinnamon (2 inches each), ft lemon 
tut in thin slices, Vi cup sugar. 


Method: Soak prune* ov«r night, 


cook tlowly until tender with lenut} 


and cinnamon, lastly add sugar. 
Place Egg Noodles on platter, 
sprinkle with sugar and cinnamon; 
garnish with cooked prunes. 


LAMB STEW AND ELBOW 


MACARONI 


Cook elbow macaroni in plenty 


of boiling salted water until tender 
which generally takes about 10 or 
12 minutes. Drain well and dot with 
plenty of butter. 
Adding celery 


salt improves the flavor. Take 
gome of the sauce from the lamb 
etew and cover over elbows. Thia 
makes a fine tasting dish. 


CREAMED MACARONI 


To serve cream macaroni prepare 


the recipe in the .same way as you 
would potatoes. 


SPAGHETTI RAREBIT 


1 package of spaghetti; cook in 


jlenty of salted water which will 
generally take about 10 minutes, 
stir occasionally. 
Place spaghetti

with the real live business men in 
the cities and villages of the valley, 
to the end th« territory between 
New York and Albany may become 
la industry and commerce something 
more than the slender part of a 
dumb-bell?" 
The 
publication Bug- 
• 


gests the holding of a conference by 
"men in New York who are native 
in the Hudson river counties with I 
the active and earnest men of the 
valley," saying "it is likely new mar- 
kets would be opened and profitable 
business would inevitably result to 
both groups in the conference." 


We are skeptical 
whether 
any 


New Yorkers, for "old home town" 
sake, could be induced to esert them- 
selves for their native region. 
We 


may read of such a thing in fiction, 
but it does not often happen in prac- 
tical life that men who leave their i 
home communities and make their j 
mark in a big center of population go ; 
out of their way to help their old 
towns. 


We do not understand it is neces- 


sary to beg favors for the Central- 
Hudson region. 
To our natural ad- 


vantages there will eventually 
be 


added the business facilities which 
will force industrial and commercial 
development. 


One of the most Important needs 


is the dredging of Haverstraw bay, 
followed by the construction of riv- 
er terminals and warehouses. 


We are on the way 
to 
getting 


these things, but unfortunately we 
lack an aggressive and cohesive leg- 
islative bloc in Albany. 
We need 


assistance from New York city, not 
from "native sons" but from mercan- 
tile and commercial 
organizations 


and lawmakers, and we are satisfied 
we could get it, if we presented our 
appeal in the right way. 
The City 


of Xew York understands the im- 
portance of the Hudson river reg- 
ion and can be enlisted as our ally 
in the development program we pro- 
pose. 


The experience of Kingston and . 


other places in Ulster county is con- j 
trary to the belief of The Newburgh j 
News. 
Native sons of Ulster who 


have become prosperous and influen- 
tial in New York city ha\e taken 
considerable pride in helping local 
improvements and permanent better- 
ments and in many Instances have 
nut been afraid to back their faith in 
their native region with their dol- 
lars.

The Century Plant 


The belief that the century plant 


blooms every TOO rears is a myth, ac- 
cording to Pathfinder Msgatlne. The 
flowering of this Interesting plant de- 
pends upon the climate and rapidity 
of growth. 
In warm climates such 


as Mexico and Central America, the 
original home of the century plants, 
they grow rapidly and usually bloom 
about the seventh of eighth year, sel- 
dom later than the twelfth. 
In colder 


climates the period before bloom is 
much longer. . Some authorities say 
that lu hot houses 80 to 100 years may 
elapse before the plant flowers, a fact 
which probably gave rise to the cen- 
tury myth from which the plant gets 
its popular name. After flowering the 
century plant dies down to the ground. 
However, new plants arise from lat- 
eral buds.
